A SIGN OF THE FUTURE,

The Autocrat of Russia excreises an almost
unlimitcd power over the continent of Europe.
Natious, governments and dynasties, old and
fumons in history, are but the instruments of
his will. Kings, aristoeracies, and counserva-
tives generally bave surrendered themselves
and all besides into his hands. The private as
well 28 the public interests of a hemisphere
submit to his control. But even rhis does not
sate lis ommivorous appetite. He scems to
regard himself not only as the lord of Europe
wud Asin, but of the entire sublunary sphere,
gnd be seeks to extend his influence, and to
proleng the sweep of his allembracing arms
into its remotest corners and recesses.

An important feature of Russian policy as
estublished by Catherine IT, pursued and ex-
tened by Alexander, and brought to the utmost
perfeetion by Nicholus. consists in establishing
in every spot of any mportanee semi-official or
semi-diploniatic agents bearing various titles,
uct only near regular governmoents, but even
ameng tribes ruled by savage chiefiains, Thus
o net of active intluence is spread over countrics
nnd regions the most remote,which no link, ever
the slightest, of material or coumercial inter-
est, binds to the Empire of the Czar. Other
powers do not waste their efforts or their
money iu this way where thore 18 no reason to
expect a present tangible return.  Dut Russia
works trom other motives and for other ends.

A pew instanee of the ubiquity of the Museo-
vite poliey bas recenily come to onr knowl-
Tlisis the estaliishment of o Consula‘e
General at the Saodwiel Islands,  Raossia has
no comnereial afluirs in that quarter requiring
the prosence there of adiplomatic agent of
such o rauk. No trude whatever exists be-
tween the two countries; no Russian merchant
vergels plow the waves of the Pacitie; the Im.
perial flagis seen there only when borne by the
frigate which yearly sails from the port of
Cronstudt Inden with provisious ol every sort
lor Kumachutha, affording to a few naval ol
eera the opportunity of extend ng their mari-
titne experience beyoud the eternal maneuver-
ing avd melaneboly evolutions that through all
the tolerable months of the year weary theso
Lalf1rozen lakes ealled the Baltie nnd Euxine.

The Gepersl Consulute thus erected at the

o new epoch in the naval aetivity of Russia,
Undoubiedly one of the purposes of its estab-
lishment is to open a more extensive arena for
the trajuing of sailurs for the Iwperial navy.

Such bas ever been
the course of Russia in Europe and Asia, and
such it will be in America, By patient stops
the highest ends are reached.

One of the most striking features in this

this end import from abroad. not the latest
teacher of double-entry nor the best writing-
waster simply, but the most thoughtful eritie
of mannors and society, the subtlest humorist, |
and the most effeetive, because the most genial,
entiriet the age has known. Decidedly it is a
chunged world which allows werchanta’ elerks,
as @ cluss. uot only to enjoy, but actually to
patronize such unguestionable luxuries as Me.
Thuckersy. Then again, think of merchants’
elerke demanding such leetures no less than
siteh a leoturer! Think of merchants' clerks
 being iuterested in getting the best apprecia-
tion poseible of wits and men of fashion, such
g wits and men of fashion existed in their
dewy prime, or ere the voention had grown
tedious aud disceputable, The old landnnrks
seem indeed everywhere submerging, and Ter-
minns, onee vightiully reckoned the sacredest
of gods, must ot this rate be speedily lefl
witkout o worshiper.

On Lis own acconnt Mr. Thackeray deserves
the most cordinl consideration.  His books are
even better for what they reveal of the man than
the author. 1t isnot a small literary foat, overy |
one admits, to have painted that gallery of pie-
tures colled Yanity Fair and Pendennis, un-
watebod by anything in cotemporary anthor-
shipwhethier for grim truth of portraiture,exact
harmony of coloring, or musterly ease of exeen-
tion. But it is o much grester foat to have kept |
one's proper humanity uadimmed by that long
lubor, ard tohave come forth from the company |
of boobies and kuaves with a heart as unehilled |
teward every form of human worth, as when
be went in.  This merit is peculiar to Mr.

immortal aud incomparable Beeky! Thackeray
nowhere professes to desery the great future of
Livmanity ; his writingsneither avow nor disavow
u belief in man’s approaching redemption ont of
infantile vanity and fulsehood ; yet his instinets
are so noble and salutary, that he alwayd re-
mning aloof from the arena where our Lillipn-
tion moralists eontend, nor ever for a moment
ducks Lis manly head to the strident inanities
which elaim to regulate the popular intelligence,
Heigoften called a sceptie, but elearly this is
not because he disbelicves in perfeet gooduess,
but ouly in that which is imperfoet, being ex-
tremely eonseious of itself.

Mr. Thackeray's purely literary merita do
not need to be pointed out ; they wre familiar
toall renders. 1Iis calm observation, whieh
alvways gives you wan, and pot some miero-
seopic and grotesque exaggeration of him; his
unstrained narrative, which perfeetly mirrors
his subjeet, whether pompous or plain ; his die-
tion, g0 eolloquial yet g0 precise, o unaffected
yet go pieturesque, where so much is painted
by & word, sud yet #o muel more is hinted to
the imagination; the total absence of artifice
and effort in his delineation of character; the
gracelul bonhommie which enlivens his thought
as the blood enlivens the skin; the genial
humor that kisses amd comforts the infirmity
it sports with; the seuse you feel throughout
all Lis scenes of reserved power greater than
bus been displayed : and then, over all, the air
of thorough-bred and manly repose reflocted
upon the person of the author himself; all
these things are plain to every eye. Iustead of
dwelling on these traits, therefore, let us sim-
ply welcome Mr. Thackeray to our shores, and
abide the charming entertaimuent he is pre-
pared to set before us. If he stay long enough
with us, Le will discover that we also put forth
many legitimate provoeatives to sative, though
burdly to satire of s0 bland a temper as his
own. Our follies need not w0 mueh gond-na-
tured ridieule, as sorrowful and indignant rep-
robation, for they are not the were débris and
wreck of old manners which hoast o lingering
deeency even in decay, but rather the brand-
new inventions of an underbred and prosper-

- ous vulgarity.  And besides, the abatement of

these evils would seem properly to belong to
Lomebred satirists, who feel a glow of hearty
shame in being somewhat implicated in them.
Mr. Thackerny, we doubt not, like all sensible

| persous, will more gladly eontemplate the ad-

mirable lesson which here on every hand will
meet Lis eyes, of bow wuch the mgterial pros-
perity of a people is enkaneed by the sway of
purely populur institutions, What betier pros.
perity will eventually ensue upou the basis of
this preliminary oue, is a question which every
individual must determine for himself, aceord-

ing to the quality of his faith ix God and man.
